after which comes the tuberculin testing of the herd, 
the disposal of the reactors, cleaning and disin- 
fecting, and the necessary safeguarding of the herd 
by retesting and sanitation. 

The center panel portrays an area free from the 
disease. It also shows, by a mechanical device, the 
action of tuberculin in that it separates the healthy 
from the diseased cattle, the healthy animals passing 
into one side of the barn while the diseased pass into 
another door. This, in effect, is what tuberculin does 
accomplish. After animals are injected with tubercu- 
lin the skilled veterinarian can pick out those which 
are believed to be ciseased from those which, accord- 
ing to the test, are healthy.
